If the English Thea- 
tre succeed—of which we entertain considerable doubts—Kean, Young, 
Macready, W: Farren, ‘Miss Kelly, and Madame Vestris wil) occasi- 
onally net there. Mr. Price, the lessee of Drury-lane, has, we under- 
stand, matared his plans, and completed his engagements for the en- 
suing season, upon an unusually extensive scale. In the Musical and 
Operatic Department, Price will be unrivalled. Braham,,.Miss Paton, 
Miss Stephens, Horn, and Phillips are all engaged by him. Charles 
Mathews, Liston, Jones, Harley; Dowton; and Wallack, in Comedy, 
present a powerful phalanx ; and the Manager ‘has fortanately availed 
himself of the popular talents of Miss Foote, as a counterpoisé to 
Madame Vestris, at the rival Theatre. Inthe department of Tragedy 
it is said that the lossof Keanu, engaged at'the other house, will be 
supplied by a Great Unknown. ‘The actors aud actresses of any pro- 
minent merit, who ¥*=éniployed at this Theatre last season, are re- 
tained. Mr. Watlacko™yhose industry aid popular maoners, as man- 
ayer, were §0 Well appreciated last séason, retains his post. Winston, 
the Deputy Manager, retires. Kenny has a Comedy, in five acts, quite 
ready for this Theatre, and Mri Poole has likewise engaged to prodice 
a drama soon aftér thé openiiig. ‘We believe, Mr. Beazeley bas a 
Comedy at the same Theatre, and that two new Operas, and two new 
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Fareés afe likewise ib progress. ° maiiagement,of Covent Garden 
Theatre devolves on Mr. Charles Rae ‘ ne, one of the most 
accomplished actors of the timé’;he, however, will be assisted in 
the stage departnielt by tliat \experidneédi and &terlig og performer of 
the old schools Mr. Fawcett. C: Kemble, Kean, and Young, by their 
united efforts, will give a brilliant persomation to many of our favorite 
plays—for fngtance, Othello, Venice Preserved, Richard the Third, 
the Merchant of Venice, The Gamester, King Lear, Hamlet, Merry 
Wivéeof Windsor, Féllus Casar,>' Macbeth, and some of Massenger 
and Ben Johngou’s Plays will beadwirably acted. There will certainly 
be an inferiority-in the Operatic department at this Theatre. ‘That 
excellent actress, Missy Kelly iS engaged;;and; Madame Vestris remains 
at Covent. Garden; who aided by Fawcett, William Farven,. Wrench, 
Keeley, Jolin Reeve, aad Mrs.;Gloxer,. sterling Comedy will continue 
to be admirably acted, notwithstanding the, transfer of Jones's. fine 
talents to old Drury.
